However, while Liberty is in favor of the Motion, Liberty has concerns regarding payment.

While Liberty is confident that the sale will be approved and the proposed “Amended and

Restated Super-Priority Promissory Note” affixed to the Motion will be repaid from the 
sales proceeds, there are a number of constituents adamantly opposed to any sale. 
These parties seemingly are intent on forcing the closure of the Debtor’s business, with a 
subsequent conversion to chapter 7 or outright dismissal, even if this results in significant 
harm to both consumers and creditors of the estate. 

Given these divergent positions, Liberty wants assurances from both the 
Trustee and the Court that if the DIP loan is approved as requested, that Liberty’s 


position is protected whether or not a sale is approved and whether or not the case is 
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converted. As such, the Court should condition any approval of the DIP loan on the
